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iGiven Kaunda's intensity of feeling and sense of 
urgencYj failure to meet his expectations would in- 
crease the possibility of his taking some immoderate 
action against Rhodesia^ This is especially so be- 
cause Prime Minister Wilson has assured him that 
Zambia would be in a position to begin serious eco- 
nomic san cldons bv the end of January or shortly 

thereafterj
